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CALLED AND RAISED 
WHEN CITIZENS of Oklahoma offered 
to guarantee half a million dollars to fi­ 
nance construction of the much-discussed 
Cowboy Hall of Fam e, Oklahoma City was 
selected as the site for the structure. Sup­ 
porters of Dodge City, Kans., the runner­ 
up, contended the choice was made entire­ 
ly for financial reasons, and not on the ac­ 
tual m erits of the contending cities. 
Indignant citizens of Kansas lost no time 
in replying to what they regarded as a 
mortal insult. Bright and 
e ar l y in the 
morning 5,000 persons gathered in a Dodge 
City park and launched 
a campaign to 
raise one million dollars for the construc­ 
tion of the Cowboy Capital of the 
W o r l d 
M useum. The m ov em ent is not being spon­ 
sored by Dodge City alone, but by the cit! 
zens of the entire state. 
The purpose is to actually raise twice as 
m uch money as Oklahoma had promised 
and to hav e the World Museum completed 
and open to the public while Oklahoma is 
still talking about its museum. Fifty thou­ 
sand dollars of the amount was subscribed 
and actually paid in during the first fiv e 
m inutes of the m eeting. 
Citizens of Dodge City are as one in say­ 
ing that no one acquainted with the facts 
can contend that Oklahoma City outranks 
Dodge in the colorful early history of the 
cattle industry. The Kansas cow town was 
dubbed the “ cowboy capital” before there 
w as an Oklahoma City, they point out. 
One Kansas editor says to locate t h e 
capital anywhere except Dodge would be 
like erecting a statue of General MacAr­ 
thur in Independence, Mo. Oklahoma has 
K ansas’ answer. Its bet has been called 
and raised a cool half million. 


PRIDE OF AUTHORSHIP 
TELEVISION new scasters made a great 
to do ov er the erstwhile communist inform­ 
er and congressional witness, Harv ey Matu 
sow, who now claim s he fabricated much 
of his testim ony in anti-communist hear­ 
ings. 
Here was a character who was willing to 
look the cam era in the eye without blinking 
his own, “ I lied.” The TV boys lost no tim e 
screening the self-proclaimed J udas as he 
m ade a spectacle of him self. The key to 
M atusow’s eagerness to talk is found in the 
fact that he’s written a book. Its title, ap 
propriately: “ False W itness.” 
Some Congressmen are conv inced that 
M atusow was a communist 
p l an t who 
worked along with gov ernment inv estiga­ 
tors for the purpose of repudiating his tes 
tim ony, at the opportune mom ent, 
t h u s 
discrediting prior inv estigations or winning 
rev ersals in anti-communist v erdicts. 
Such dev iousness on the part of the com ­ 
m unist conspiracy is not beyond the realm 
of possibility. Nor do the communist plot­ 
ters hav e much compunction about throw­ 
ing a comrade to the w olv es—which m ay 
be M atusow’s fate after Congress and the 
courts get around to inv estigating him for 
perjury. 
If this man is as diabolical as he m ain­ 
tains he is, he is one writer whose pride of 
authorship may lead straight to prison. 
Perhaps royalties from his opus will keep 
him in cigarettes. 


To get onto a serious topic for a change, 
my dog, J oe, will not be admitted to

“ Lady and the Tram p,” because this is as 
sweet and fine a melodrama as the lim ited 
mind of a human could conceiv e. 
The book w as written by Ward Greene, a 
Southerner who mov ed North and got him­ 
self subv erted by H. L. Mencken and such 
m ediev alists, but who somehow retained a 
capacity for understanding dogs which is 
the mark of the gentlem an. I do not know 
much of Walt D isney’s ancestry but of all 
who try to 
produce am usem ent on the 
screen, he is the most humane, av oiding 
the tricks of making humans act like dogs 
which they cannot do without stooping to 
the v ulgar. Not that dogs are v ulgar, but 
their imitators always seem to be. 
“ Lady and the Tramp” is a delightful 
melodrama in which the heroine, Lady, is 
a sweet young spaniel and the hero a gen­ 
tleman of confused parentage but of philo­ 
sophic mien. He is a tramp who finds for- 
aging and pilfering and ev ading the d o g- 
catcher not only necessary for surv iv al, as 
he is not hand-fed on kennel rations, but 
joyous because he does for him self. T h e 
Tramp is a free enterpriser who 
t ak e s 
what he can get where he can get it, ac 
cording to his own rules of social and mora 
conduct. Naturally, he is a great fighter, 
as all m ust be who make their own way in 
the world. 
He and the Lady hook up through 
the 
circum stance that some 
humans prefer 
cats, which is a subject'that we shall leav e 
to those who understand such things. The 
Lady finds herself in the um brageous sit 
uation of being driv en from her own hearth 
and hom e in which, howev er, rem ains the 
Baby. 
Now, no m atter what humans do to dogs, 
the dog is ev erlastingly loyal. That is the 
one quality of dogs that man must env y'. 
Only humans foul their own nests, others 
of the liv ing world realizing how wicked 
such things can be. A dog would sooner die 
than betray his Master or M istress or their 
Baby. Humans there are who ev en betray 
their country, or turn up their noses at old 
friends and relativ es, or who change their 
nam es or som etim es their faces — but a 
dog is loyal. 
And so the great dramatic struggle takes 
place between lov e and loyalty. Lady'goes 
back home and is put in the dog-house and 
is chained up, which only a human can do 
to a dog. And the Tramp is disconsolate 
but what can one do with a Lady? 
Howev er, the Rat com es on the scene 
and im perils the Baby, and Lady is hyster­ 
ical because of her great lov e and loyalty. 
And the Tramp hears her barking an d 
com es to the rescue and a terrific battle en­ 
sues in which loyalty conquers and the Rat 
is killed. 
Would it were so among humans, who, 
unfortunately, often permit the Rat to tri­ 
umph because there is no sense of loyalty 
and v irtue has been drained away in a 
serv ice to false gods. The w ays of humans 
are so obscure and are so usually sense­ 
less that dogs must hav e a hard time un­ 
derstanding them, although the 
T r am p 
does rather well.

A Sen sitiv e To n g u e 
May Mean Tro u b le 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
THERE’S one part of the body 
to which we seldom giv e much 
thought. Yet, without it, men 
would hav e a tough time putting 
ov er business deals and women 
wouldn’t be able to chat ov er the 
back fence. 
I refer, of course, to the tongue. 
No t Immu n e 
Now, in spite of its extensiv e 
use, your tongue is probably iij 
v ery good condition. It is not, 
howev er, immune to ailments. 
Germs, v iruses and other organ­ 
isms might attack it, leav ing it 
inflamed and perhaps swollen 
and ulcerated. Doctors call this 
condition glossitis. 
Glossitis can also be caused by 
J agged teeth, poorly-fitting den­ 
tures or by breathing through 
your mouth. Excessiv e use of 
tobacco or alcohol, or eating too 
much hot foods and spices, might 
be the cause. Then, too, your 
tongue 
may 
be 
sensitiv e 
to 
certain toothpaste# or mouth 
washes. 
Lack of Vitamin# 
Anemia, or the iack of certain 
v itamins, particularly those of 
the B group, might help till# con­ 
dition get started. 
Sometimes your entire tongue 
may become fiery red, or ev en 
swollen and sev erely ulcerated. 
These disturbances often inter­ 
fere with chewing, swallowing 
and talking. 
Since there are so many pos­ 


sible causes for glossitis, your 
doctor must be consulted to de­ 
termine the reason for the trou­ 
ble. Whatev er he decides, he 
probably will also supplement 
your diet with v itamin B com­ 
plex. 
Bland Diet 
Until the condition clears up, 
you should stop smoking, stop 
drinking alcohol and irritating 
liquids, and stop eating hot and 
spicy foods. Keep to a liquid or 
at least a bland diet. Av oid all cit­ 
rus fruits, tomatoes and v inegar. 
Keep your mouth and teeth 
clean. Brush your teeth at least 
twice a day and rinse your mouth 
frequently with alkaline mouth 
washes. 
In certain cases, application of 
one per cent gentian v iolet usu­ 
ally is effectiv e. Howev er, this 
causes your tongue to become 
temporarily purple in color. A 
mouth wash of sodium perborate 
used sev eral times a day doesn’t 
hav e the drawback of purple 
coloring, but it isn’t as effectiv e 
either. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER

Answer: Stomach ulcers as a 
general rule do not produce pain 
around the nav el.

A Sensitive Tongue 
May Mean Trouble

THERE’S one part of the body 
to which we seldom give much 
thought. Yet, without it, men 
would have a tough time putting 
over business deals and women 
wouldn’t be able to chat over the 
back fence. 
I refer, of course, to the tongue. 


Not Immune 
Now, in spite of its extensive 
use, your tongue is probably ii} 
very good condition. It is not, 
however, immune to ailments. 
Germs, viruses and other organ­ 
isms m ight attack it, leaving it 
inflamed and perhaps swollen 
and ulcerated. Doctors call this 
condition glossitis. 
Glossitis can also be caused by 
Jagged teeth, poorly-fitting den­ 
tures or by breathing through 
your mouth. Excessive use of 
tobacco or alcohol, or eating too 
much hot foods and spices, might 
be the cause. Then, too, your 
tongue 
may 
be 
sensitive 
to 
certain toothpastes or mouth 
washes. 


Lack of Vitamins 
Anemia, or the lack of certain 
vitamins, particularly those of 
the B group, m ight help this con­ 
dition get started. 
Sometimes your entire tongue 
may become fiery red, or even 
swollen and severely ulcerated. 
These disturbances often inter­ 
fere with chewing, swallowing 
and talking. 
Since there are so many pos­ 


sible causes for glossitis, your 
doctor must be consulted to de­ 
termine the reason for the tro u ­ 
ble. W hatever he decides, he 
probably will also supplem ent 
your diet with vitam in B com­ 
plex. 
Bland Diet 
Until the condition clears up, 
you should stop smoking, stop 
drinking alcohol and irritating 
liquids, and stop eating hot and 
spicy foods. Keep to a liquid or 
at least a bland diet. Avoid all cit­ 
rus fruits, tomatoes and vinegar. 
Keep your mouth and teeth 
clean. Brush your teeth at least 
twice a day and rinse your m outh 
frequently with alkaline m outh 
washes. 
In certain cases, application of 
one per cent gentian violet usu­ 
ally is effective. However, this 
causes your tongue to become 
temporarily purple in color. A 
m outh wash of sodium perborate 
used several times a day doesn’t 
have the drawback of purple 
coloring, but it isn t as effective 
either. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
Miss I. E.: Would stom ach 
ulcers cause a sensitive

sometimes a dull ache around 
the navel? 
Answer: Stomach ulcers as a 
general rule do not produce pain 
around the navel.

WASHINGTON Iff) — Organized 
labor is preparing to march in a 
new and potent labor 
‘crusade” 
after the m erger of the AFL and 
CIO into a single, 15 million-man 
federation. And businessmen are 
uneasy. 
Chiefs of the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor and the Congress of 
Industrial Organizations are map­ 
ping drives on two m ajor fronts 
once the merger is completed later 
this year... 
1. On the political front they will 
organize their forces to rally the 
labor vote in an unprecedented ef­ 
fort to elect labor’s friends, de­ 
feat

more favorable labor laws on both 
the federal and state levels. 
2. On the organizing front their 
plan is to bring millions of new 
members into the unions, particu­ 
larly from the ranks of white cel­ 
lar workers and from industries in 
the Southern states where union 
strength now is weakest. 
But these twin moves are in 
themselves merely the means of 
reaching the ultimate goal of forg­ 
ing a stronger position for labor in 
bargaining with management over 
such issues as wages, hours, union 
security, pensions, etc. 
Not 
since the 
New 
Deal 
of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt gave organ­ 
ized labor its great boost with pas­ 
sage of the prolabor Wagner Act 
in 1935 have the captains of labor 
made their plans in term s of such 
potential m a g n i t u d e and im­ 
portance. 
With the m erger, they hope to 
put 
aside internal feuding and 
achieve a 
single-purpose 
unity 
which will give labor the most 
powerful voice it has had since 
the 1937 rift which drove the AFL 
and CIO apart. 
Business 
leaders 
already 
are 
talking of the threat of a “labor 
monopoly” and the need, as they 
see it, for more restrictive labor 
legislation — particularly by the 
states. 
There is concern on some fronts, 
too, that labor’s future moves may 
mean more rather than less labor- 
m anagem ent strife as organizing 
efforts are stepped up in industrial 
areas where unions now have a 
relatively wreak hold. 
The two key men in tho union 
planning are George Meany, presi­ 
dent of the 10,000,000-member AFL 
and Walter Reuther, president of 
the 5,000,000-man CIO. Meany will 
become president of the merged 
group. Reuther will continue to 
head the CIO group within the new 
federation and will direct the or­ 
ganizing campaign. The name of 
the merged group is yet to be 
chosen. 
Meany said in a recent inter­ 
view: “ I’m extremely optimistic. 
I think that after the m erger we 
really will get going. We plan a 
definite organizing campaign in 
which we will be able to concen­ 
trate all our forces on a particular 
industry. We’ll be able to do it 
without the complicating factors 
created by union rivalries. 
“ I’d say we’ve been spending 
three-fourths 
of 
our 
organizing 


energies in fighting each other. 
And this has meant a tremendous 
amount of energy wasted. But we’ll 
iron out our differences one way 
or another and with the m erger, 
labor will speak with one voice.” 
Reuther has told his unions: “ I 
believe if we can instill in this 
merger) 
situation 
the 
kind 
of 
spiritual crusading spirit that we 
had in the early days that we 
can launch the kind of organiza­ 
tional drives that will really elec­ 
trify America, get workers m arch­ 
ing again, get the kind of dynamic 
forces in motion that characterized 
the period in which CIO was born.” 
Both these men rose from the 
ranks to gain their positions. Both 
are implacable foes of Communists 
in labor. Both have shown extra­ 
ordinary skill in politics and or- 
: ganizing. And both are convinced 
labor should be united as an active 
political force. 
Unless some unforeseen block 
1 develops. Meany and Reuther will 
lead their unions into the merger 
by the end of the year. The ex­ 
ecutive councils of AFL and CIO 
have approved, but the councils’ 
1 action must be ratified by separate 
conventions and then by a joint 
| convention. These may be held in 


I New York in December. 
While merger plans go forward, 
the old lion of organized labor— 
John L. Lewis—sits on the side­ 
lines giving no hint of what course 
he may take with his 500,000 Unit- 
i ed Mine Workers who are affili­ 
ated with neither the AFL nor the 
CIO. He has been at odds with 
Meany and Reuther for years. 
But Meany and Reuther are go- 


j ing ahead without Lewis. And their 
ambitious 
program 
reflects 
the 
position of power and influence 
which 
o r g a n i z e d labor has 
achieved after decades of conflict 
—often bloody conflict. 
Perhaps 
the 
greatest 
change 
that has taken place in the labor 
field since America’s early days 
has bee:, the attitude of the gov­ 
ernment, of the courts, of man­ 
agement and of the public itself 
toward the right of workers to 
' strike, to organize, and to bargain 
collectively. 
Secretary of Labor Mitchell has 
noted that while strikes draw pub- 
| lie 
attention, 
there 
are 
about 
100,000 collective bargaining agree- 
i ments made every year with little 
heard about them. To which he 
added: “There is a great deal of 
industrial harmony in this country 
i and far more cooperation between 
| labor and management than we 
sometimes realize.” 
The distance that has been trav­ 


elled in the field of labor-manage- 
ment relations is well illustrated 
by a court case in Philadelphia in 
1808 (correct) resulting from what 
may have been the first organized 
strike in the United States. 
In this case, a group of shoe­ 
makers who called themselves the 
“ Federal Society of Journeymen 
C ordw ainer” walked out on strike 
in an effort to force their employ­ 
ers to give them higher w'ages for 
making certain types of boots. The 
employers charged the workers 
with “criminal conspiracy” which 
was forbidden by law. 
The judge ruled: “ In every point j 
of view, this (strike) measure is | 
pregnant with public mischief and 
private injury . . . (which) tends 
to demoralize the workmen . . . 
destroy the trade of the city and 
leaves the pockets of the whole 
community to the discretion of the j 
concerned . . . a combination of 
workmen to raise their wages may 
be considered from a two-fold point 
of view: One is to benefit th em -1 
selves . 
.. the other is to injure 
those w'ho do not join their society. 
The rule of law condemns both.” 
In the beginning of America’s 
great industrial development, the 
courts themselves gave little en­ 
couragement to organized labor 
and, by any modern test, the in -1 
terpretation 
of 
the 
laws 
were 
weighted against the unions. With 
rare 
exceptions, 
labor 
had 
no j 
voice. 
Back in the last century', too, j 
some 
theorists 
developed 
what I 
they 
died 
“ the 
iron 
law 
of j 
wages.” This theory, in effect, was , 
that if wages were raised much 
above a subsistence level, then 
the 
working 
people 
inevitably 
would have more children, the la­ 
bor supply would be increased, and 
wages w7ould be driven down—so 
there wasn’t much sense to raising 
wages in the first place. 
The generally accepted theory to­ 
day, of course, is that good wages 
mean a stronger national economy 
with benefits to both employe and 
employer. The only serious argu­ 
ment on this score today is not 
whether workers should be well 
paid—but how well paid.

have had a succession of disasters. 
Unless the United States can end 
it the Communists seem certain 
to take over. 
The French had bought Indo­ 
china as a colony in the 19th cen­ 
tury. They were driven out in 
World War II, which smashed West 
European colonialism in most of 
/wk*. But they wouldn’t look at 
the clock. 
They moved back in after the 
war. They were too impoverished 
to defend it from outside attack. 
They thought they were strong 
enough to control the natives. They 
weren't. But they couldn’t bring 
themselves to let go. 
The Vietnamese, in the big east­ 
ern

of Indochina, de­ 
n u d e d 
freedom. 
The 
French 
premised it, after negotiations. The 
negotiations collapsed in 1946. 
Ho Chi Minh, Moscow-trained, 
began war on the French with the 
Vietminh, made up of Vietnamese

They did not train Vietnamese 
armies and officer corps capable 
of crushing Ho Chi Minh.

driven them out 
Nor did they build up any Viet­ 
namese leader who could have 
been a real head of state and 
rally point for his people against 
communism. Instead, they picked 
Bao Dai, former emperor of the 
province of Annam, as chief oil 
state. 
He was a French puppet. Since 
hah appointment in 1949, he has 
bred most of the time in luxury 
in France while his people were 
going through the agony of war 
He has served as a loud-speaker 
through which the French could 
give the Vietnamese erders 
Last year Ho Chi Minh forced 
the French, in spite of the Amen 
can aid they got, to let him have 
the northern half of Viet Nam 
They moved closer then to giving 
th* South Vietnamese independ 
erne.

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‘Circleville Navy’ Barges In On Florida Submarine Search 


Local Group's 
Fishing Plans 
End Suddenly 


Hired Yacht Given 
Plenty Attention 
By Destroyer, Jets 


You think Uncle Sam’s Navy is 
yawning at those periodic reports 
of “ unidentified subm arines?” If 
so, you should talk to Ben Gordon. 
City council’s president found 
himself and friends in the midst of 
one of the most recent sub hunts 
during a trip to Florida 
earlier 
this Spring. With him at the time 
were several other Circleville resi­ 
dents and the captain and crew of 
a yacht the local group had hired 
to go fishing early one morning. 
After two 
Coast 
Guardsmen 
touched off the excitement by 
porting a strange sub off Fort 
Pierce, Fla., a Navy spokesman 
tried to be cautious about it and 
pointed out the two men may 
have been mistaken. However, 
he added: 
“ You can say that we have a 
number of planes searching for a 
possible enemy subm arine.” 
And Gordon and his group can 
testify there was nothing half-way 
about the search. 
The first hint the Circleville folks 
had that 
something 
was 
wrong 
came in the form of a U. S. de­ 
stroyer, charging down on the fish­ 
ing craft as though she were the 
sub itself. The warship slowed up 
alongside and 
somebody 
aboard 
made it clear, via a loud-speaker 
setup, that fishing in that area was 
over for the day. 
“They told us the Navy was 
going to hold maneuvers in the 
area,” Gordon recalled, “but of 
course later on we found out 
what it was all about. The Flor­ 
ida papers had a big story on 
it.” 
Even while they were being in­ 
vited to scram , however, the Cir­ 
cleville people and their hired yacht 
got a close study from the destroy­ 
e r’s top command. 
“They came close and looked us 
all over with their binoculars,” 
Gordon said. “Then it seemed only 
a few minutes before the jets be­ 
gan zooming over the same spot! 
And m ister they zoomed!” 
Apparently the sub hunt had 
already been 
under 
way 
for 
awhile. The two Coast Guards­ 
men told their 
superiors 
they 
sighted the submarine about IO 
miles off the coast, after they 
had gone out in a patrol boat to 
investigate a 
“strange 
orange 
glow’ in the water. The strange 
light had been reported by po­ 
lice at Fort Pierce. 
The 
Coast 
Guardsmen 
were 
“ positive they sighted a subm ar­ 
ine,” according to the Miami Daily 
News. One of the 
men, 
relating 
how the pair had started out to in­ 
vestigate the unusual light before 
dawn, said: 
“The clouds suddenly opened up 
and the moon shone through. And 
right in that moonbeam I could see 
a submarine, about a quarter of a 
mile away. We were going so fast 
that if I hadn’t stopped my en­ 
gines right then, we would have 
ram m ed her!” 
The men said 
they 
watched 
the submarine’s outline sink be­ 
neath the water and they start­ 
ed to follow the wake of the craft. 
All trace soon disappeared. The 
Coast Guardsmen said the sub­ 
marine did not have its running 
lights on.

glow,” they have a theory that it 
may have been the reflection of 
the 
subm arine’s 
interior 
lights 


against clouds while the sub’s con­ 
ning tower hatch was open.
